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Chain letters should be 
thrown away, say police

A religiously-oriented 
chain letter has been 
making its way around the 
north end for the past few 
weeks, ahd according to 
city police, the best thing 
for recipients of it to do is 
rip it up 

The...Examiner has 
received several reports 
from people who have 
received the letter, and 
although it appears to vary 
in form, it is best described 
as coming from a 
missionary in the 
Netherlands. 


The letter demands that 
recipients make 20 copies 
of the document and mail 
them out. It warns that 
people who have broken 
the chain have either lost 
money, their jobs or died 
Conversely, the letter 
states, people who have 
continued the chain have 
come into good fortune. 


According to  Staff- 
Sergeant John Torgerson 
of the city police’s Citizen 
Morality Section, _ this 
particular chain is not in 
contravention of the 
Criminal Code because it 
joes not stipulate that 
money be sent out. 
Therefore, he suggested, 
people receiving the letter 
would be best off just to 
throw it away. 


Staff-Sgt. Torgerson 
added another chain letter 
has been making the 
rounds in Sherwood Park 
lately. Distinguished by the 
phrase, “Circle of Gold,” 
that letter is in violation of 
the law as it asks recipients 
to continue the chain and 


include money as well. 
Police are currently in- 
vestigating the letter, and 


Staff-Sat Torgerson 
warned that “anyone 
participating in the 
scheme” is liable for 


prosecution. 

However, he 
such chain letters are 
sometimes difficult | to 
investigate because if the 
letter demands money 
accompany it, there is 
usually also a stipulation it 
be given to-a friend in 
person, rather than 
through the mails

If someone does receive 
a chain letter asking for 
money. Staff-Sgt 
Torgerson said, they may 
either simply destroy it or 
report it to the police, if 
they wish 


According to section 
189(e) of the Criminal 
Code, “every one is guilty 
of an indictable offence 
and is liable to im- 
prisonment for two years 
who conducts, manages or 
is a party to any 
scheme...by which any 
person, upon payment of 
any sum of money, or the 
giving of any valuable 
security, or by obligating 
himself to pay any sum of 
money or give- any 
valuable security. shall 
become entitled under the 
scheme...t0 receive from 
the person conducting or 
managing the scheme...or 
any other person, a larger 
sum of money or amount 
of valuable security than 
the sum or amount paid or 
given. or to be paid or 
given, by reason of the fact 
that other persons have 
paid or given...”

Therefore, I would like to have your help, as to when, 
from where and how such religious titles did originate?

Dear P.K.: 

Thank you for your letter and the question you raise in 
regard to the use of religious titles. I have noted the above 
scripture quotations and understand how you feel. In 
fact, | have often responded to people who call me 
“Reverend” that I really don’t feel very reverent most of 
the time. However, let me offer the following ex- 
planation: 

Job’s statement is an expression of his personal 
philosophy of life. He has a right to feel that way, just as 
much as you have a right to your opinions. He does not 
necessarily set the norm for all people for all times. 


We need to be more concerned about the passage you 
cite from Matthew 23:8-11. Here we have none less than 
Jesus denouncing the religious leaders of His day for their 
pomp and self-glory. If you read the whole context, i.e. 
verses 1-12, you will note that Jesus is not saying that we 
cannot recognize someone’s accomplishments through 
bestowing an honour or a title, such as “Dr.” at the end of 
prolonged study and attainment of a scholastic level of 
accomplishment. However, when that title becomes a 
matter of pride and of self-glory, then it becomes 
distasteful and a hindrance to spiritual life. 


As to specific religious titles, there are some which are 
biblical (Eph. 4:11) and which:denote a certain spiritual 
office, such as pastor (- undershepherd) teacher, elder, 
deacon, apostle, evangelist, etc. While there are man 
made titles as Reverend, Worship, etc., these are 
generally bestowed at ordination, or when a certain 
ecclesiastical position has been reached. Although | was 
given the privilege of using the title “Reverend” as a result 
of my ordination, | far prefer for people to call me 
“Pastor” since | believe that this clearly shows what God 
has called me to do within the church.

An exchange like “lak 
Maieshsia,” or “Dodre” 
may not sound like the 
normal way for students 
and teachers to greet each 
other, but at St. Matthew's 
Elementary School in the 
north end, 159 students do 
just that. 


St. Matthew’s, 8735 132 
Ave., is one of three 
Edmonton Catholic 
schools to offer a 
Ukrainian-English bilingual 


‘program. 
The course of study, 
which offers standard 


subjects in both Ukrainian 
and English to students 
from kindergarten through 
grade six, tries to give 
children an understanding 
and appreciation of the 
Ukrainian culture in a 
Canadian context. 

Dan Kobasiuk, _ vice- 
president of the board’s 
parent advisory com- 
mittee, is heading up this 
year’s recruitment cam- 
paign, which is intended to 
provide specific in- 
formation to parents in- 
terested in ‘registering 
younsters in the program. 
According to Mr. 
Kobasiuk, registration is 
“going quite well,” and is 
“ahead of schedule.”

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Home grown vegetables 


Enough can never be 
said about the advantages 
of growing your own 
vegetables. There is no 
comparison between 
homegrown and__ store 
bought specimens. Just 
ask anyone who has ever 
had their own garden and 
youll be convinced you 
should give it a try. 


If you are a first time 
gardener with some un- 
cultivated space on your 
property - or on someone 
else for that matter - there 
is no reason why your 
maiden voyage into the 
realm of peas and carrots 
should not be a success if 
you make the proper 
preparations. 

First off, choose an area 
which will receive six to 
eight hours of sunlight 
each day. The soil in which 
you are going to plant 
should be fertile, well- 
drained, and located some 
distance from trees and 
other vegetation that may 
steal nutrients your garden 
plants will require. 

The size of your garden 
will depend on the space 
you have available. A 
garden 10x10 feet square 
is ideal. In a garden this 
size you can plant as many 
a 15 different kinds of 
vegetables including corn, 
lettuce, beets, radishes, 
carrots, tomatoes, beans, 


a treat 


etc. Select your favorites 
and those your family 
prefers to eat, of course. 

When choosing the 
varieties you intend to 
grow, consider the climatic 
conditions in this area, 
Reputable seed distributors 
and garden centres can 
give you a lot of advice and 
can also suggest special 
varieties of certain species 
which have been 
developed for our growing 
season. 

Traditionally, gardeners 
in the Edmonton area wait 
until after the May long 
weekend to plant, but this 
is not a hard and fast rule. 
But you may be taking 
your chances if you plant 
too early as spring frosts 
have a habit of dropping in 
even after the tem- 
peratures have established 
arising trend, 

After you've determined 
the size of your garden and 
what you are going to grow 
you'll need tools to do the 
job. Your basic needs 
include a_ rake, hoe, 
trowel, a spade or shovel, 
garden hose, string and 
stakes. 

If there is any question in 
your mind regarding 
whether or not it is time to 
prepare your garden, 
perform this simple test: 
Dig up a trowelful of soil 
and squeeze it in your 
hand. If it packs solidly it is

too wet. If it crumbles it is 
too dry. When it just holds 
together, conditions are 
right for planting. Be sure 
you break the ground and 
mix the soil thoroughly 
once you begin cultivation. 
Leave adequate space 
between the rows so you 
will have access for 
weeding and harvesting, 
How much you plant 
will depend on your needs. 
If you just want vegetables 
for immediate con- 
sumption 25 feet or less of 
each vegetable will provide 
all you need. If you have 
plans to can or freeze 


vegetables for future use, 


go ahead and plant more. 

To ensure maximum 
growth, your garden 
should receive no less than 
one inch of water each 
week. It is preferable to 
water thoroughly once a 
week rather than lightly 
sprinking the garden every 
few days. 

Keep your garden weed 
free. Weed are vegetables’ 
arch enemy. They rob the 
desirable plants of im- 
portant nutrients and 
water. 

Now you're set. You 
won't spend very much on 
seeds but the little rascals 
will pay big dividends on 
the dinner table. You give 
them the care they require 
and. they'll never do you a 
bad turn.

If you're looking to add 
something special to the 
look of your yard, or are 
just concerned about 
taking care of trees and 
shrubs already present on 
your property these 
helpful tips may. be useful 
to you. 


New Plants 

One of the most critical 
problems in north Ed- 
monton when it comes to 
planting trees and shrubs is 
the topsoil has been 
stripped away and many 
young samplings must be 
planted in clay. 

Check out the soil on 
your property. If it is of clay 
composition you may have 
to mix more fertile soil into 
the area proposed for 
planting in order to ensure 
your plant's roots will be 
introduced to a good 
environment. 

If you have good soil it is 
possible to plant young 
trees in the early spring 
bare root. But later in the 
spring and summer it will 
be necessary to plant them 
potted, as the tree has 
already started to grow and 
is unlikely to survive if 
planted bare root. 

The roots are the most 
important consideration for 
young trees in the early 
spring since it is the root 
system which is stimulated 
by the spring sun and start 
the plant's growth process. 

All. planting that can be 


done in the spring should 
be done then for this 
reason. 


Once the sun has 
triggered metabolism 
activity in the root system 
and the soil has thawed (in 
the case of trees planted in 
earlier years), the roots 
begin to absorb moisture. 

When the roots begin 
sending nutrients up the 
trunk, the buds swell and 
leaves are eventually 
produced, There is nonew 
growth in the tree until 
after the leaves and flowers 
have developed, 

Trees and shurbs should 
not be fertilized until they 
are actively growing. The 
same is true of lawns. No 
fertilizer should be applied 
until the grass is at least an 
inch high, otherwise it is 
likely to burn, 

When you are prepared 
to purchase new trees and 
shrubs for your property it 
is best to consult a 
reputable nursery or 
garden centre. Most native 
trees are fairly hardy in the 
Edmonton climate, but a 
nursery can suggest other 
varieties and ornamental 
species which will do well 
in our weather conditions. 

Be certain your new 
plant is situated in soil 
which has good drainage, 
as this too is important to 
the root system. A mixture 
of 1/2 loam, 1/3 peat 
moss. and, 1 / 3. sand .is 


suitable one for young 
plants, 
Pruning 

An import consideration 
for those with established 
trees is pruning, Removing 
excess growth from the 
previous year or cutting off 
damaged limbs, the 
process is important to 
keep the tree attractive and 
maintain proper growth 

Deciduous fruit trees 
should be pruned before 
the end of March, except 
for birch. Coniferous trees 
such as spruce and pine 
should not be pruned until 
dune when the new leaves 
are out and ‘hardened. 

When pruning it is 
important not to cut into 
the trunk since nutrients 
are carried throughout its 
length just under the bark 

For the best possible 
results, follow the steps 
shown in the diagram. The 
first cut will prevent bark 
from peeling away from 
the trunk when the branch 
falls. The second cut is 
made an inch or so farther 
out on the limb. The third 
cut leaves. a smooth 
surface that will become 
part of the trunk 

On small trees a sharp 
hand saw is suitable for the 
operation. A chain saw 
may be required for larger 
trees. 

Treat open cuts with tree 
wound dressing to prevent 
insects and disease from 
attacking the wound.

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Castle Downs residents ask 
for input

Residents of the 
Dunluce Community 
League in north Edmonton 
have formed a committee 
they hope they can be 
involved in overseeing the 
development of a mobile 
hme park proposed for 
their neighborhood. 


In a letter received by 
city council last Tuesday, 
the committee expressed 
their wish to have input 
into design, construction 
and maintenance of the 
planned Castle Downs 
Mobile Home Park. 


Plans for the park, to be 
situated between 153 Ave. 
and 160 Ave. east of 127 
St.. have already been 
drawn up by the city. 

But Mobile Home 
Committee chairman Stan 
Fisher claims residents of 
the Dunluce Community 
League have yet to see any 
formal plans for the park. 


“Before Dunluce 
Community League was 
formed we had some input 
into the plans,” Mr. Fisher 
told the Examiner last 
week. At that time (last fall) 
the residents were 
petitioning against the 
development. 


“As far as. we know 
everything we suggested 
was implemented,” Mr. 
Fisher said. “But since that 
time we have _ had 
numerous questions from 


~ residents and would like to 


be able to supply them with 
accurate and 4p to date 
information.” 


Mr. Fisher claimed the 
comittee’s major concern is 
that the mobile home park 
does go in as the city 
proposed. 


“We've heard all these 
great things that are going 
to happen,” he said, but 
added they have also 
heard rumors about 
changes to the plans. 

The committee is 
worried about possible 
detrimental design 
modifications. They would 
like to be shown the plans 
as they presently exist and 
be kept informed of any 
proposed changes in the 
future. 


“We want to make sure 
it (the mobile home park) is 
part of the community, not 
something that is just 
tacked on out of the 
middle of nowhere,” Mr. 
Fisher said. “Public input 
can only strengthen the ties 
between the present 
residents (of Dunluce) and 
the mobile home 
residents.” 


Access to the proposed 
mobile home park would 
be from 127 St., which has 
‘no connection to the 
Dunluce Community 
Oniy a single walkway 
would connect the 
development with the 
existing residential area. 


Council referred the 
Mobile Home Committee’s 
letter to the city com- 
missioners who informed 
alderman plans for the 
park were nearing com- 
pletion. A spokesman for 
the commissioners told 
council the committee 
could see the plans but 
-could not guarantee they 
would have any further 
input at this stage. 


It is anticipated the 
mobile home park will be 
operational by fall.

“My assistant received a call from an irate parent 
claiming that we (the coaches) had deliberately thrown 
the game because we were paid off by the other team.” 

Imagine for a moment'that-you were a coach. All year 
you had practices with the boys, gone to the games with 
the boys, given up your own time on a voluntary basis, 
sacrificed time with your family, then some insensitive 
jerk implies that you made a monetary gain by throwing a 
game involving 11 and 12 year old children. 

It's almost beyond the realm of comprehension that a 
statement like that could have been made. This is of

According to Reg Kontz 
of the Planning Council, 
the north end turnout on 
Marc surpassed that of 
any other information 
exchange held in the city 

Supplemented by ‘skits 
performed by members of 
the Catalyst Theatre 
group, discussion centered 
on how citizen input will be 
effectively organized for 
presentation to city 
council, what problems 
currently exist, and what 
improvements citizens 
would like to see in Ed- 
monton. 

Although participants 
were polarized on several 
issues, nearly everyone 
agreed one of the major 
problems in the city is 
transportation 

Some people felt the 
business core should be 
decentralized, and others 
thought it should be 
concentrated in the 
downtown area 

Edmonton is growing 
too fast. and the stability of 
neighborhoods is being 
threatened, was another 
concensus. 


Transit, parks. 
recreation, social services 
and residential density 
ratios all need im- 
provement, people at the 


meeting suggested 


The first intensive 
workshop session will be 
held at the Northgate Lions 
Center on April 9, 
followed by another the 
next day. Both meetings 
will provide an opportunity 
for the general public to 
become surrogate _ city 
planners for an evening. 


“Planning the city” 


The workshops will require 
“some hard work” on the 
part of its participants, Mr 
Kontz said, and the results 
of the meetings will be 
documented by the Ed 
monton Social Planning 
Council for-inclusion in a 
general citizen report to be 
presented. to the city’s 
planning department. 

From the results of the 
citizen workshops and 
research by the planning 
department will emerge a 
first draft of the General 
Plan, which will be 
returned to the public for 
evaluation in a few 
months. 

At that time, citizens will 
have the opportunity to 
determine how much of 
their input was given 
credence by the planning 
department. In this. way, 
the Edmonton Social 
Planning Council says, the 
city will have to prove to its 
citizens that their com- 
ments haven't merely been 
ignored. 

Later, the General Plan 
will go to city council for 
final approval.. At that 
meeting, the public will 
have another opportunity 
to present briefs or 
delegations. 


By familiarizing people 
with the General Plan at 
this point, Mr. Kontz said. 
the Planning Council 
hopes to ensure that citizen 
input will not be a one-shot 
effort, but will continue 
even after the plan is 
implemented. In this way. 
he said, the city will be full 
of well-informed “watch- 
dogs” keeping an eye on 
how *well plan im- 
plementation conforms to 
what the people of the city 
asked for initially.
